An earth connection of lowand 
constant high frequency resist- 
lance is of great value in wireless 
receptian, and essential for trans- 
| missian, says Popular Wireless 5 
| Weexiy, Not only will it tend 
+ towards strongersigna!s, but what 
is prohably more important, selec- 
tivity will be greatly improved. 
The latter is not often realised, 
and now that reaction on the 
aerial circuit is prohibited during [ 
broadcasting hour, if is more 
than ever necessary that there 
shall be as little damping as Ppos- 
sible in the aerial ta earth cirewit. 

Resistance in the acrial-earth

‘LOCAL NATURAL 
HISTORY. 


The effor: to collect various 
Hongkong reptiles for the Zoo 
has fostered interest amongst 
local naturalists, and we know of 
several residents who are now on 
the lookout for snakes and the 
various kinds of lizards, whick 
they hope to capture alive. We 
have had one report of a very 
big.. ground lizard seen in the 
vicinity of Magazine Gap. and of 
green vipers at Black's Link, so 
pass the news on to enthusiasts 
who might desire to know where 
to search for their quarry. There 
the effort 
being made on behalf of the Zoo 
which immediately strikes 
loca] naturalist that it isa great 


{pity similar, or greater, energy 


cannot be devoted towards the 
formation and stocking of 2 local 
zoological gardens. not necexs- 
arily on a large scale. A nucleus 
of sorts already exists in our 
public botanical garden. Later. 
something might be done to re 
organise the Hongkong museum. 
It requires half the present 
specimens destroyed, and re- 
placed hy new ones, properly} *® 
arranged and labelled, and then 
efficiently displayed and careful- 
ly preserved. Itis a shame that 
the present collections, such as 
they are, should ever have been 
allowed to get into the deplorable 
state of decay which characterises 
them. For a start, twice the 
present accommodation will be 
required. 


We know that there is money 
available for a properly conduct- 
ed museum. Itis an institution 
of such educational value when 
efficiently run, that it would not 
be at all out of the way to devote 


a sum of money from the revenue 


which would otherwise be 
earmarked for school needs. We 
also know that thers arg several 
people in the Colony who possess 
sufficient technical knowledge 
of different branches of zoology 
to-give most yaluable assistance 
in the forming of an up-to-date 
museum. Eventually, Hong- 
kong might hava a paid expert to 
devote his whole time to direct- 
ing the establishment, with a 
trained Chinese curator for 
assistant. It would not be a very 
expensive charge on our revenue, 
and the benefits would outweigh 
any considerations which parsi, 
mony might indicate as “ dif- 
ficulties in the way.” What the

» Chinese and foreigners as well

Future Prospects. 


What are the portents now? 
If General Chan should become 
victorious and Dr.Sun is again 
compelled to flee, what will 
happen? Are we to have the 
same old business over again: 
same tussle between the 
ins" and the “ outs:” intrigue 
and spying, with Hongkong 
possibly as a base for »these 
undesirable = activities? We 
bope not, but we fear that 
would be the prospect, At any 
rate, that has been the history of 
Canton ever since the Republic 
was established. It has been a 
city which has known little peace, 
and the wonder is that long before 
this it has not reached the point 
of enconomic exhaustion. Only 
the wonderful resourcefulness of 
remarkable people has prevent: 
such a calamity. Whata picture 
is conjured up by thoughts of this 
great city, enjoying an uninter- 
rupted spell of peace and pro- 
gress| Then real prosperity 
would come, and the . people 
would all share in the good times. 
Such is the possibility. We 
would that it wero soon to be 
realised. Unhappily, personal 
enmity prevents the rapproche- 
ment to such an outcome. There 
was a time when Dr. Sun and 
General Chan worked in harness 
|together. If they would but sink 
their differences and come to- 
gether egain, both working for 
the gommon’ weal, then there 
would ba strong hope ,of our 
fondest dreams coming true.

A somewhat. pathetic figure has 
passed away inthe late Rt. Hon. 
Andrew Bonar Law, P.C.. LL D.. 
the first business man to become 
Premier of Great Britai ,and one 
who pluckily took up the reins 
of office at a critical period in the 
country’s histors despite almost 
chronic ill-health. 

Mr. Bonar Law was born in 
New Branswick in 1858, the son 
of a clergyman, and was educated 
later at Glasgow, his mother's 
home town, ' He entered “politics” 


fabout the beginning of this cen- 


ary, becoming _ Parliamentary 
Secretary of the Buard of Trade 
in 1902; but his Parliamentary 
career began in 1900, when he 
was elected Unionist M.P. for the 
Blackfriars division of Glasgow. 
He became Leader of the 
Opposition in 1911, was Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies 
from 1915 to 1916, a member of 
the Wer Cabinet from 1916 to 
1919, and Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer from 1916 to 1918. These 
were only some of the various 
posts he held, more” or less 
successfully. He became Pre- 
mier officially last November, 
after the General Election and 
defeat of the Lloyd George party. 
As was anticipated, his health 
gave way, and He resigned last 
May, in favour of Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin. 

When he became Prime Minis- 
ter, @ political writer said of him 
that “ though not popular himself, 
he wields as much power over 
the imagination as any states- 
man who is personally and 
pleasantly popular.” 

. The late Mr. Bonar Law bent 
himself quite early to the cul-. 
tivation of Politics. His grasp 
of economics, a passion for 
statistics, anda subtle and eon- 
vincing style in debate, carried 
him into office in four yoars— 
most fittingly at the Board of 
Frade, When the Unionist de- 
bacle came in 1905, he turned his 
attention in the leisure of 
Opposition to the suppo fe) 
Tariff Reform, a cause for which 
he held almost’ a lifelong 
affection: He proved to be a 
stronger may} in Opposition than 
even in office, and he was an 
opponent that the Liberal 
ters Jeagned to walk warily "with, 

By the time the great Bydgpt 


piruggleof 1909-10 was s reached he 


had proved his capacity for veT¥ 
high office indeed, and the 
constitutional struggle of 191% 
gave him further. opportunity. 
His first reward was to be elected 
in that year leader of the Union- 
ist party. 

When the stress of war fell 
upon the Liberal Government of 
Mr. Asquith, he responded with- 
out hesitation to the invitation to 
share the responsibilities of 
government and. of national 
defence. . 

The first Coalition saw him 
Secretary for the Colonies, and 
later a member of the War 
Cabinet: the second gave him the 
Chancellorship of the Exchequer 
after he had refused an invitation 
to form a Government after Mr. 
Asquith fellin 1916. His finan- 
cial genius grappled successfully 
with the problem of raising 
money for the war. 


IMPRESSIONS FROM THE - 
“ HOUSE”, 


‘A friend of the lace Mr. Bonar 
Law contributed a sketch of the 
new Premier tothe Times on his 
appointment a year ago, and the 
following extracts give an inter- 
esting impression of the man :— 

“Tt may be raid at once of Mr. 
Bonar Law that if-he is not 3 
great party leader he is certainly
